A. Without Prefumption we may affirm he is 
fo, by Reafon of his neceifary and effential Attri- 
bure of Juftice, repugnant to which he can do no- 
thing, And this is very confiftent with his Sove- 
reign Right over his Creatures, efpecially when he 
prefcribes Bounds to his Authority by making a 
Covenant with them: And the Covenant that he 
makes muft be founded upon thefe Conditions to 
be made confiftent with his Juftice. 1. That if 
he gives any Law to them, it fhall be fuch as they 
are by their narural Strength able to perform, or if 
not that he fhall grant them a Supernatural Power 
to perform it. 2. That upon their obeying rhis 
Law, he fhall not in Juftice deny them the Reward 
he has promifed them. Now the Covenant that 
God has made with Mankind being, as we find, 
actually founded upon thete Conditions, from which 
to recede would be an abfolute Contradiétion to 
his Divine Nature; what Opinion ought we to have 
of the Doctrine of thofe, who yet plead for a de[po- 
tick nay even Tyrannical Power of God over Man- 
kind, in making him demand an impoffible Obe- 
dience from them, and Punifh them for doing 
_ what they cou’d not avoid ? On the contrary it is 
the greateft Subject of Confolation to Mankind to 
confider, that by Reafon of the immutable Juftice 
of God their eternal Happinefs or Mifery is entire- 
ly in their Power according to the ufe or abufe of 
the Liberty God has givens and thofe things which 
they cannot perform by their natural firengrh, they 
have the infallible Promife of Supernatural Grace 
to affift them in ; and that nothing finally will be 
required of them but what they havé received from 
God; unlefs we may except the Improvement the 
Talents God gives them. | 
Q. In the ath. of the Acts, Samuel immediate. 
ly mention'd by Name after Moles ; and then all the 
Prophets, that fucceeded Samuel, are mention’d Col 


le&rvely. But why u there no mention of the Prophets, 
that Succeeded Moles, till Samuel’s time. 
A, Two Learned Men have propos’d their Di- 
ftinct Realons for the Solution of the Matter. The 
one fays, that Samuel is mention'd Immediate to 
Mofes, becaufe he erected the Schools of the Pro- 
phets.. The other affirms the Reafon to be, Ift. 
Becaufe, from Mofes to Samuel, Prophefy was very 
Rare; and 2dly. Becaufle Same! was the firft af- 
ter Mofes, that Wrote his Prophefy, 
But to thefe Reafons we may add, that perhaps 
the Prophets from Mofes to Samuel {aid nothing of 


the coming of the Meffiah. And of this it is a pro- 


bable Confirmation, that we may naturally fuppofe, 
that a Prophefy concerning the Meffiah’s Advent 
had been left upon Record: |

the Fancy of fuch a Thing became fo general ? | 

A, Experience fhews it isno Fancy; for Aver= 
roés Writes in his Second Book of Meteors, that 
Avicenna confelsd he had feen a Thunderbolt fall 
down at Corduba in Spain, which was of a Sulphu- 
reous Smell, and of the Nature of che Guth Ammoniac: 
They are generally very lighr,and like toBurnt Pu- 
mice-Srones, which are caft out at the Eruption of 


Burning Mountains. They are generated of a Vi- 
{cous Earthy Exhalation, perhaps at firft the fameé 


with that which is feen to fhoot thra’ the Air in a 
Star-light Night, but by thé violent Heat in the 
Clouds at rhe Time of Thunder it’s Moifture is | 


dried up, and it is rendered aduft and hard, which 


is eafy to conceive. Sometimes there is found 2 
Mixture of Iron, or fome other Metal in the Thuns 
derbolt, the Reafon of which, Chymifts fay, is that 
there is a Mixture of Mercury with a Salphureous 
Exhaltation. Avicenna reports, that in Pevfa there 
have been found fome of Brafs ; and Georgius Agri= 
cola fays, there was one of Iron which weighed 
Fifty Pound, which they try’d to make intro Swords 3 
but it cou'd neither be foftned by the Fire, nor by 
any Means rend’red Malleable. eee

Unguibus et pugns, dein fuftibus atque ita porro 
Pugnabant arms, que poft fabricaverat ufus,

Now this Notion is fo far right as it proves that 
there isno innate Language to Man ; bur the Ori- 
ginal and Variety of Languages in the World was 
unknown to them that wanted the Light of Reve.
